LL the World knows that there ts no Matter 
in all Theology more difficult to Explain, than that 
of the Fallof Angels, and of our firft Parents. The 
Scripture affures us well that it happened, and Ex- 

' perience leaves us no Place to doubt of it ; but neither the 
© — one northe other furnifh us but very little Light, how it fell out, 

nor even to Penetrate much into the firft fin. Tis true that this 
does not at all feem neceffary ; the Fall of the Angels concerns 
not us but at a diftance, and for that of our firft Parents, which 
concerns us nearer, it is much more profitable to enquire how we 
may recover our felves from this Fa!l wherein we are engaged, 
than to know how Adam and Eve fell, and by what means they 
have communicated their Corruption to us. 

Yet this laft Refearch is not at all unprofitable. Our Au- 
ther to recommend it, fhews usin his Preface, that it may be 
of ufe, 1.To thew that God is in no wife the Author of fin, tho 
he has produced Intelligent Creatures, which are become fin- 
ful. 2, To bring down the Pride of Men, and to fhew that 


this Pride is the firtt fource of all the finsthat are in the World.

And 3dly, To endear to us Humility which Jefus Chrift 
has recommended, as the Batis of all other Vertues, and the 
Foundation of our Regeneration. 


1. After a fhort Preface, Mr. Turner enters upon the mater ; 
and firft Eftablithes the following Principles. _1. That there 
are evil Ansels. 2 That the Scripture and Experience are 
the two only Sources whence we fhould draw the Knowledg that 
wehaveof them 3. Thatthere is fome Subordination among 
them, as it appears by what is faid Dan. 10, 13. Rew 12.7, 
4. That tho all the fallen Angels are equally calld Demons and 
Devils ; yetthere isone who has been, and who is ftill chief of ail 
the others, to whom the appellative Name of Devil is become 
as it were Proper, and chat ’tis he whom the Scripture calls the 
Prince of Devils, the God of this World, the Prince of the power of 
the Air’ 5. That we know not whether all the Angels that 
fell with hi», were of the fame Order of the Heavenly Hie- 
rarchy, to wit, of that of which he had been made the Chief, 
or it there were alfofome of other Orders that joyned with them; 
but ’tis certain that the Number of them was very great, as 
appears by what is faid, Markv.9. 6. That fin cannot draw 
its Or ginal but from an Intelligent Creature, finite and which 
could fa'l, that the Fallof Angels preceded that of Men ;.and 
that Lucifer, or the Chief of thefe Apo’ates, has engaged others 
in his Faule. 7. Phat che ftate wherein Angeis and Mcn were 
Created, wasaitate of Tryal, Holy indeed, but not fo perfed 
but that ic was poflible for them tofin; and that if they had 
perditted in that ttate of Innocence, during all the time that was 
appointed them for their Tryal, they fhould have acquired 
certain degrees of Perfeétion, which would have confirmed 
them in good, and rendred them even impeccable. Thatthere 
1s appearance that this ftate of Tryal ended with refpe&t to An- 
gcls, when fome of them began to fin, and formed the defign 
of engagine Men in their Rebellion ; and that the others pre- 
ferving their Integrity, have not at all confented to the Fall 
of their Fellows. *Tis alfo very probable that Mans ftate of 
Tryal would have ended in the Moment that he had Refifted 
the Devil’s Temptation, and that from that Moment, he would 
have been confirm’d in good, after the fame manner that the. 
good Angels have been. ; 

In this flate of Fryal, which may be called a ftate of Good- 
nefs, butby no means a ftate of Perfeétion, Angels and Men had 
a Liberty of Indifference, which might every day acquire new

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they being ftrongly hxedtoit, the Will would have fo loved 


its Object, that it would have had no more bur a Liberty of Spoa 


raneity, as they {peaky and would no more have been capadle 
nor to Love it; which makes the PerfeCtion of the Will, whica

As for Adam, tho the Scripture contents it felf with faying, that 
Ev’ gave him of the Fruit; avd that he eat of it; it fcemsthat this 
was not {o.eafily done ; but that fhe produced all the Realons. to 
him that fhe had learned of the Serpent, and that-fhe prefled him 
befides by the tendernefs which he had for her.. Icwas thea by.an 
Effect of Complaifance, and by all the other Motives alledged a- 
bove, that Adam committed the fame Crime with his Wiley and 
as it was the complaifance he had for her, which made him take 
the firft ftep towards Difobedience; the Author believes that “tis 
from hence, that the Weaknels and blind Complaifance that Men 
Ordinarily have for Women proceeds. Thefe are the principal

We find there avery pretty and’ fingular Artifice to go undef 
the Water. It confifts in making a Bell with weights fufficientto 
make it fink with its own weight; with the Alc which it ee 
when “tis let down perpendicularly into the Water withthe !mouth 
undermoft.” This Air not being able to gout is:fomuch the mote 
comprefled thére between the Watersand the battom of the Bell, 
that it finks more : fo well that a man who-fhould be placed in:this 
fpace has always liberty to breath inthe Water, into which heist 
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down, having his Fooe on a Board in form’ of a Footitool fer un- 
der the Orifice of the’ Bell. “There was found with this Invention 
Anne 1665. three Cannons in the Scotch Sea near the litte Ifland 
of Mula, and it has been ufed in feveral other places with fuc- 
cefs. 

He believes even'that Arifotle hashad fome. knowledge of. this 
Javention, that Bacon bas explained it very well: and it is like thac 
which was practifed formerly in the:City of To/edo by two Greeks, 
who according to the Relation of Teyfrer in his Treatile de Motw 
Celerrimo, wert down and came up feveral times from the bottom 
of the Water, in prefence of Charles V. without wetting them- 
felves, ‘and without extinguifhing the Fire they carried in theit 
Hands. » He adds, that we might make a Machine {o great, that 
we might eafily ftay under the Water whole Days and Nights; 
and by this means make many curious Obfervations thereabout the 
weight of the Water in its proper place, and the Elaftick Vertue 
of the Air. 

2, The invention he givesof reading and writing in any Lan- 
gnage whatever, is the fame with that which Father Schottus and 
Beker have deferibed.: It confiftsin making a Vocabulaty ‘iu each 
Tongue, witha Table of the Conjugations of Verbs and Declen- 
fions of Nouns, and to mark under each of them the words of 
the fame fignification with the fame numbers. But becaule the 
Numeral Charaéters are not common to all, he gives a way gf 
counting fimply, with Pointsand Lines, making four. little fepa- 
rate {quares, tomark in the firftthe Units, in the fecond.the Tens, 
inthe third the Hundreds, and in the fourth the Thowfands.: fo 
that to exprefs one he puts one point ; to exprels five he puis.a 
Line—For fix he puts only a Pointand a Line.—If thefe two marks 
ar¢ found then inthe firft {quare, ‘they ate only fix, if in thefecond, 
fixty; in the third fix hundred, and in the-fourth fix thouland. 

He gives an Eflay of this ‘Invention in five. different Tongues, 
viz. Latin, Greek, German, French and Itakan. 

3. There is the fame quantity of Speculations and, Experiences 
about the Weight, ‘Preffion and Elaftic Vertue of the Air; parti 
cularly of thofe which atemade on Liquors, which being fhut up 
in long Pipesof>Glafs Hermetically. fealed, continue hanging in a 
heighth proportioned to. theit Weights. Asthat which is made 
with Quickfilver, to which they attribute the Torricellian Tnventi-, 
on, is oneof the moft famous, this Author explains it at large. He 
defcribes the beginning and progrefs, and he fhews how 4 _ 
publifhed in Italy about the end of the year 1643. How Father 


Valerian Magni, 4 Capuchin, who ces to have made ia 
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this Secret firft, madeitin Polandy in the year 1047: The fuce 
cefs ic had at Puy de Domme in Avergney where . Perier for- 
merly made itacche inflance of Mr. Pafcal. How it was per- 
tormed at Stockholm by Dofeartes , and el'ewhere by feveral 
others : And from all this he concludes that in the lowett places 
and cold feafons, the Air being cloudy and moift there, conti- 
nues hanged higher in a Pipe of Glats, than in places more 
rifing, or when it is hot, rains or fnows. He adds, that the 
diference of the height ot the Mercury has been fometimes 
ercater from the Spring-time to Summer in Suedland than in 
France. for ‘twas found one year at Stockholm between 26 Inches , 
and 28 <, chat is, two Inches, and more than a fixth of difle- 
rence, when at Parés the ditterence was only an Inch, and a lit 
tlhe more than a Quarter.

‘That they never refufed the 
Communion tothe Lead. That fecret Confeffions were fre- 
quent. That they adminiftred Baptifm then by Immerfion, 
aud only at Eafler and Whitfuntide, except in cafes of neceflity, 
And that Prayer for the Lead was much in ule. 


IV. The moft celebrated Councils of the VIII. Century 
were thofe which were held on the Subje&t of Jmages. Leo the 
Emperour, furnamed Jfaurus defign’d to abolifh this Worhhip, 
| The conteftation began 
about the Year 725. Pope Gregory II. wrote to him, thewed 
him che ill confequences of his enterprize, and threatned him 
with the Judgments of God, if he continued che execution of 
it. All this did not top the Emperor, he made an Edi& in the 
beginning of the year 730. which ordered to remove nag 
out of Churches and Sacred Vlaces, and to throw them in the 
Fire, and to punifh thofe that difobeyed. Conflantine 3 dye 
Leo's Son, followed the Example of his Father, and the bettet 
to abolifh Images, he called a Council (a) at Conflantinople con- 
ee of 338 Bithops. This Council made a Decree againf 
the Ufe and Worthip of Images, which this Emperor caufed to 
be received throughout the Haff; but the Romanifts would not 
fubmit toit. In finey Jrexe, who was married to Leo lV. Bro- 
ther to Conflantine Copronymus, to whom he had fucceeded, be 
ing become Regent by the Death of her Husband, and Under 
age of her Son Conftantine, endeavoured to re-ettablifh thems 
undoubredly to make attonement by this eafie kind of Devotion 
which coft her nothing, tor all the fins chat fhe had commit 
ted, .and all thole that the fhould ftill purpofe to commit 
She refolved to affemble a Council fr this purpofe, and wrote 
to Pope Adrian to be there either in Perfon, cr by his Legates, 
as the firft Bithop of the World. They would have hel 
Council at Conftantinople, but thofe that condemned Images op- 
fed it, faying thatthe Affair having been determined in a Coun- 
cil, it was no more neceflary toexamine itanew. They railed 
even the Soldiers that were at Conflantinople againft the ar 
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| Venth A@tion they made a Confeffion: of Faith, wherein they - 
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that werethere affembled. ‘They behoved then to difmifsthem, 
and after they had fent the Troops to the Army upon fome Pre- 
tence, the Council wascalled at Nice about the end of the year 
9$7. Several Bifhopsenlightned, without doubt, by the Autho- 
rity of Zrene the Emprels, retracted their Errors, in che fir t Acti- 
on, and confeffed, that they Honoured, Reverenced and Adored Imt- 
ges. Inthe fecond they read Pope Adrians Letter, to Conftantine 
and Jrene, where he affures them that the Church of Rome had 
received Images by Tradition from St. Peter ; and proves the ule 
of them by the Inftances of the Sacrifices, the Propitiatory, the 
Cherubims, the Brazen Serpent, and by fome Teltimonics of 
the Fathers, »hich, according t> Mr. Du Pin, are either fu: pofed, or 
prove nothing at all, or prove only the ufe of Images, and don't at all 
fhew that they paid them any Worfbip. 

After this reading the Legates demanded of Tarafus, Patri- 
arch of Couffantinople, if he did not approve of this Letter. Ta- 
rafus anfwered, yes, and declared that he adored, with an aife- 


_ Gionate Worfhip, the Images of Jefus Chrift, the Virgin, the 


Holy Angels, and all the Saints, tho he adored God only with 
the foveraign Worfhip of Latreia. The Synod approved of 
this Declaration and Letter of the Pope, and all the Bifhops and 
Abbots did the Like. 

Inthe fourth Ation the Worfhip of Images was eftablifh'd by 
all the Paffages of che Old and New Teftament. and of the Fa- 
thers, that could be alledged. Mr. Du Pin examines them, and 
fhews their Weaknefs, Ridiculoufnefs and Falfhood. The Bi- 
fhops of this Council were not afhamed to note the Example

The A@sof the Council being carriedto Rome, they fent ex: 
tracts of it to France, where they hada Pra&tice very ditierenr 
from that which the Council had approved. They permitted 
indeed to have Images, and fec them up in Churches, bur they 
did not fuer to pay them any Worfhip or Honour. Charles, 
who was then Kingof Fraxcesand who was fince Emperor, caufed 
the Extra&s which had been fent him to be examined by fome 
Bifhops of his Kingdom, who compoted a Treatife to defend 
the ufe of them, and toanfwer the Proofs alledged by the Coun. 
cil of Nice. The Work was publifh’d by the Authority of Charles, 
and under his Name, about three years after the Council. They 
wha are the Authors of it condemn equally the Council of Confan- 
sivople, for having abolifht the ufe of Images, and chat of Nice, 
for having commanded to Worfh pthem. They maivtain tha

Adviin’s Letters made the Churches of France neither change 
their Opinion nor Pra€tices; for in the Council of Francfort, held 
in the year 794. They rejeéted the Sentiment of the Greeks, and 
conitemn’d all fort of Adoration or Worthip of Images. 40 
Decifions of the Council of Nee were not well ob’erved even in 
the Ea#. Conftantine Abrogated them. Leo V. His S.cceflor te 
eftablithed the Decree of the Council of Cont antinople , and the 
Ealt was very much divided on this Subje@&. Michael de Begut 
Succeffor to Les, defirousto reftore Peace, aflembled a Council 
wherein they followed the moderate Opinion of the Church ol 
France. The moft Zealous forthe Worhhip of Images went 10 
‘Rome to complain of it. Michae/{ent his Deputies thither to jul 
what he had done, and addrefled himfel{ to Louis the Debonnaitt, 
that he would affilt him with his Intereft. Lows fent fome.to Rom 
‘to treat of this Affair, together with the Deputies of the Empé! 
of the Greeks, but not having found the Romans _ 
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enough, Louis’s Envoys obtained Liberty of the Pope Treat on 
this Queftion in France with his Bifhops. The Aflembly was held 
at Paris inthe Year 824. and it was there decided, that it is per- 


~ mitted to. have Images; but that ‘tis forbidden to adore them. 


Louis {ent this Decifion to Pope Eugeniusy who according to all ap- 
pearances did not approve thereof. Jn a word the French and 
Germans received but very flowly the 2d Council of Nicey inftead 
whereot they owned thatot Francfort. 

Mr. Du Pin acknowledges thatin the three firft Centuries, and 
even in the beginning of the 4th, Images were very rare among 
Chriftians. That towards the beginning of the 4th Century they 
began, particularly in the Fat, to make Pictures and Images, and 
that they became very common inthe 5th. That they repre- 
fented therein the Confli€ts of the Marty1sy and Sacred Hiftorics, 
to inftruct the fimple by them. That they affiGted with thefe re- 
piefentations, could not forbear the Teftifying by external figns, 
the efteem and vencration they had for thofe that were repre‘ented 
by them, and that ’twas chas that the Worfhip of Images was efta- 
blifhed, which was further confirmed by the Miracles that were 
attributed to them. 

They add, that in the Weft there were fome Bifhops at firft, 
who would not at all fuffer Images ; but the greateft part agreed 
that they might be of fome ufe, and contented themfelves with 
Keeping Men from honouring them. That this Worfhip being 
eltablifht in the Eajty was ‘likewife received at Rome; while the 
Churches of Frances Germany, and England knew not what. ‘it 
Was to give them any Worfhip: And that in fine the Churches 
maintained a good underftanding among themfelves on this Ar- 
ticley when Leo Ifenrus troubled the Peace in the manner that has 
been related, | t | | 
_ Divine Providence may. be admired herein, which would ‘not 
luffer the Worfhip of Images to be eftablifhed while Paganifm 
had yet a being, fince this Worfhip would have been dangerous 
then ;tbut he maintainsthat at this day,now that the fervice which 
§ rendred to Images is well explain'’d, and well underftood by all 
the W orld, there is mo more Idolatry to be feared, and when all 
the Church isagreed to acknowledg it, *cwould be a temerity 
or particular Churches not to follow this cuftom, and to con- 
emn thofe that honoured them.

Let us content our felves then to fay, 
that he'taxes there feveral of the great Salmafius’s Miltakes, 
and that the Prince of Philofophers Anjflotle is flightly touched 
without reckoning divers Authors of an inferiour Rank. Mott 
of the faultson the Word Day concern Pliny or Erycius Putea- 
nus. This is accufed not only of Plagiarifm, for attributing to 
himfelf the Invention ofa Line of the Break of Day,whereona 





-* Learned Man had already wrote before him, but alfo of ha- 


ving perplexed and confounded what happens to thofe that go 
round the World. If they return by the Eafi they counta Day 
lefs, if by the eff they count a Day more: So that it may hap- 
pen that in the fame City there are at the fame, time Peopie 
that reckon Sunday the thirtieth of Zanuary, and People that 
reckon Saturday the twenty ninth, and People that reckon Mos- 
day the thirty firtt. We may fee there feveral Illuftrations of this 
Subje& which the Author gives occafionally. As to Pliny he re- 
futes him invincibly on what he has faid of certain Fires lighted 
on high Towers, and that he pretends that they have been 
feen froma place nine hoursto the Eaft of thofe Towers. It 
would be difficule to reprefent how the Marters are contrived 
one within another ; the Reader may go, if he pleafe, himfelf, 
and oblerve their feries. 1 will only fay that os promiles. us 
good Alphabetical Tables ; they were never more neceflary than 
in fuch a Workas this, for tho.che Materials are connected well 
enough, it doesnot follow but the laft may be of the fame az 
ture with the firft. It is even true that fometimes a very,tt 
mote Relation carries one from one thing to another. . For Ex 
ample the Author. has given us the Article of Comenius, the great 
Coadjutor to Drabicius ;1 fay,he has given it us much lars 


it is in Morer’’s DiGtionary, or that of Hofman. Wemay. 
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without much trouble, at fight of Comenius Name at the Top 
of the Pages,that we find there the reftlefs Motions of this Perfon 
with re(pe&to Drabicivs, but we could fcarcely imagine that we 
fhould find any thing there about a Book which came abroad 
chis Winter under the Title of Janua Calorum referata, againtt 
Me. Jurien’s Syfteme of the Church. Put we mutt fay all, ‘tis 
not an Epifode inferted in the Body of the Article, ‘tis a piece 
wholly a-part and forreign tothe Work : ’tis.a remark added to 
the Article, putto the Work of Comenius, which has made a great 
noife, and which has been tranflated into all forts of Langua 

ges. It is intitu'ed Fanua Linguarum referata, Wewill own that 
it the Reader will find the Remark in Queftion, he muft make 
him a kind of a local Memory which bears on the WV ord Come- 
nis, for otherwife we know not what fide to turn to. The 
Bookteller will do well then to acquit himfelf of his promite 
which he makes here, to give as many good Alphabetical Ta- 
bles as is neceffary in the Critical Ditionary ; for there’s a great 
deal of mixture and much variety under every word, and this 
undoubtedly will hinder the Reader from thinking the Articles 
too long. 

To judge of the Work by thefe Fragments, there is where- 
with to fatiate moft forts of Palates, there will be Articles of 
Mythology, where is examined what concerns the Fabulous Hi- 
ftory of the Gods and the Heroes of Paganifm. Weicean Eflay 
in the beginning of the Work in the Article of Achilles, which 
is the frit of ab and of arcafonable largenefs, to fay no worle. 
There will be Articles which will concern the Families of Anci- 
ent Rome,and which will take notice of the Difputes of thofe who 
confound fo often Perfons of thefame Name. We may nee 
of what may be promifed on this fubject by the Article of Cajt- 
ws, which the Author gives us at large, tho he has not run over 
all thofe that carry this name. ere will be Articles which 
will concern famous Men; or even Books which have been no- 
ted, and apparently this will not be the leaft curious Place of 
the Work. We may fee there likewife an Effay in the Ar- 
ticle of the falfe Junius Brutus, Author of the Book inticuled, 
Vindicie contra Tyrannos. The Ladies will not be forgot there 
thofe who have fpoke of them whether good or evil; and it 
will not be forgot that the Hiftorical Dictionaries have sigh 
them over in filence, there have been already four or five o 
their finsof omiffion remark’d on this Head. | They who don't 


like Learning in a Work, and who are difcouraged when 


they meet with any thing that favours of Greek or Latin, me. 
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ademnifie themfelves in this fort of Articles, aud apparently 
they will not be weary in reading of that of Mary Touchet, Mi- 
(trets to Charles IX. We might have feen in thele Fragments 
fome Crowned Heads, and fome Fathers of the Church, that 
the Draught might contain ina little all the variety of fabulous 
and true Hiftory, publick and private Hiftory, Sacred and Pro- 
phane, which will appear in this Critical Di@ionary : But as 
the M atures which the Roekfeller had taken, did not fuffer 
himto enlarge beyond twenty five Sxeets, and that the Articles 
of the four firft Letters had taken up more room than was be- 
lieved, he was conftrained co fupprefs feveral Articles, and this 
is the reafon why he does not give it upon every Letter of the 
Alphabet, as was at firft retolved. There is one upon the Let- 
rer Z which is turned differently from others; for he gives us 
the Article of Yeuxzs after the manner of Hiftorical DiGionaries, 
but with this diflerence, that he fhuns Moreri’s faults, fo that the 
Author pretends that he has criticifed, even as one fhould cenfure 
a Preachers Sermon,if he preached on his Text, and fhunned to 
mention that wherein he believed he might be deficient. The 
Author does not content himfelf with this dumb kind of Cre 
ticks, he fpares the Reader the pains of application, for he de- 
clares really that he has efchewed the four defeéts which may 
be feen and which reign in Morer’s DiQionary. The fir 
that Moreri heaps up all his citations at the end of each Article, 
without fhewing that uch a thing has been faid by this,and ano 
ther by that. He leaves therefore great pains to his Readers, 
fince they muft fometimes knock at more thaa five or fix 
Gates before they can find whom he fpeaksto. . The fecondis 
that he advances a thoufand things that are not to be found in 
his citations, or which he gives no warrant for. The third 1s 
that he retrenches the Circumftances; which conftiture the 
kind of the fact, or which are the principal Ornament. 
fourth is that he does not always make known people 
the moft remarkable place. After having given the Title of 


Zenxis hiftorically, the Author ordinarily joyns to his fome ante 


tical Remarks, which light not only upon fome Moderns, but 
alfo upon Enfebius and Pliny; and he convinees the latter by his 
own Teftimony of having not well placed the Chronology of 
that famous Painter.

mach, and fiom the Vcffels of the Heart. He remarks their

World, Mr, Chevreau Treats of it immediately after the Creati- 
on ; he makes {everal bo:h Critick and Hiftorical Remarks up2 
Nimrod, Belus , Nivus, Semiramis, Ninias, Sardanatalvs: Upon 
the Catalogue that Eufebizs gives of the Kings of Afyria: Upon 
the Kings of Bubylen, of which Names and Years ke gives ae 
count, andof the two different ways; the one is the computa 
tion of Bunting, and the otherthat of Chriftopher Adam Rupert, 
and ends that Chapter with the Opirions of George Herwart, 
who has overthrown all the Ancient Chronology , and. pre- 
tends to: demonftrate that the #fjrian Empire began with Phub, 
beloch, which is the Belus of the Greeks, as Ninus is the Tiglath- 
Pilefir ia the Scripture; and that Belhazearsmention’d by Dasitl, 
is'or Beles.

ecauie he poffeffed that part of Agypt by the River Nilus, inthe 
vear of the World 1803. It ends with Nedfarebus, who was 
chaled from his Srate the year 3615. by Artaxerxes Oclius; In 
the fitth Chapter is contained the Hiftory of the Kings of Zaype 
after che Death of Alexander, from Ptolomy Son of Lagus, to Cleo- 
ratras And the fixth Chapter thuts up the Chronological Re- 
marks upon the Greek Hiftory, from Ariflotle and Demofthenes, 
about ihe year 34650,to the Philotoper Carneades,who died in the 
vear of the World, 3843. 

The third Book treats of the Roman Monarcliy as far as the 
Emperor Nerva. In the firft Chapter Latium is defcribed, with’ 
divers fentiments about Romes Foundation, the Succeffion of the 
Latin Kings from A:weas the year 2791, to Amulius Sylvins, who 
mounted the Throne the year 3178, and Reigned 42 years, as 
is tuppofed, for the Author gives but litle credit to that Chro- 
nology. Romulus built Rome,and began to Reign the year 3201, 
and he with fix Kings that tucceeded him held the Scepter, till 
the year 3464, at which time Targuin the Proud was chafed’ 
from the City. The fecond Chapter lays open what moft re- 
markable pafled under the Confuls, from Lucius, Funins, Brae 
tws and Collating who were created Confuls the year 3464, even 
to the Confulthip of Cicero, and to the defeat of Catilina the 
year 3910. The fourth Chapter contains Chronological Re- 
marks upon the Roman Hiftory, from Romulus to the Confpi- 
racy of Brutws and Caffius the year 3928.

The Author believes thofe remarks very ulcful for the cohver- 
fion of the Jews, and drawing them into the arms of the Chri- 
ftian Church. 

We defign’d to mention fomething of a Commentary of Mr. 
Van Leewwens upon the two firtt Chapters of the Epiftie to the 
Romans qe, by A. Wolfgang 1684 in 8°. But fince we arc in- 
formed the reftot this Work is in the Prefs, we thoughtit bet- 
ter to wait till that come forth, that we may oblerye what me- 
thod the Author ules in that Book.

O U will firft meet with a Preface which treats of Fables in 
geueral. and of the Difficultiesthere are to unfold Hiftoties 
that are mix’d with fo many Fabulous Tranlactions. There it is 
fhewn that except fome Philofophick Fables, and fome others vir 
fiblv invented for Pleafure; Fables have no other Birth, but from 
Hiftory mifunderftood, or gatnifhed with falfe Circumftances; and 
the faine time he direéts us how to. make this Diftinétion: Aftcr 
ri 3 ‘ets down the times to which all thofe Fables are to be re; 
erred: ands " 
Upon this occafion be makes ule of Varrons Divifion who fol. 
lows Cenfovin, and faysthe duration of the World may be digde 
into three Periods. He calls the firlt che uncertaim: timey ¥ 
comprehends the whole’ {pace of time that-paft fince: there, were 
any mien at all (for fo he exprefies himielf ) to the. firt De- 
luge.

general what he conjectures isfollowing. 1. The Phzvicians 5 
ing almoft Peopled all the fide of the Mediterranean Sea, with ® 
Colonies, made Voyages every where upon that Sea; and asi 
always were very curious to diye into the News that pafled 
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ftrange Countries ; they were as bufie upon their return home 
to give an account of what oe had {een in cheir travels. 
(2.) It may be they took a little Travellers Liberty in their 
narrations, and told common things after fuch a way, to make 
believe they had feen Wonders; and it may be that thofe they 
told it to, took it up a larger way than it was, as has always 
been thecuftom of Mankind to form greater Ideas and Noti- 
ons of things than is due, efpecially of ftrange Countries, and 
objects they never have feen. And it may be they did not well 
uoderftand their relation, and fo made them talk of things ne- 
ver wasthought on. And thofe very threethings may equally 
be che rea‘on to confound the Hiftory of their Voyages, and to 
repre{cat to us monftrous Fables of Paffages that in chemifelves 
are no Ways furprizing. (3.) Inthe time of Debora and Barac, 
Judges of J/rael, a Merchant called Alcide : ( 4. ) Originally a 
Phenician, but born in Boetia, undertook great Voyages, fome- 
times alone, fometimes in company, fome of his own promo- 
ting and fome by Commiffion. (5.) He eftablithed a great 
quantity of Colonies on every fide, and Greece at that time be- 
ing not much ftock’d with People, it was neceffary that the 
new Inhabitants in fome places fhould take as much care to 
defend themfelves againtt he (6) Wild Beafts, as from the In- 
juries by bad Air. In thofe days men lived by Cattle, and thofe 
Young Men that were employed to look afterthem, exercifed 
themfelves betimes in the Arts and Activities neceffary for the 
fighting and deftroying Bears and Lyons. (7.) Alcides abou 
the age of eighteen years, had killed a Lion, which ranged in 
a Wood of Boetia named Citheron, and which committed great 
{poils among the Thefpian and Theban Flocks and Herds: In re- 
ward of which beneficial fervice, the Thefpian King gave him 
or his Followers fome Young Women of his Country in mar- 
riage, and upon that occafion, from that time forward, Alcides 
bore on his fhoulders for a Mantle, the skin of the Lion he 
had fo killed. Hedeftroyed another Lion alfo in the Nemean 
Forreft, which he hunted and killed by order of the Mycenean 
King . in whofe country he refided a confidcrable time, and 
fetled the powerful Colony of the Heraclides. That Colony de- 
livered the Country from feveral Venemous Creatures with 
Which it was peftred, as the Marifh of Lerna, from an infinite 
number of Serpents with which it was over-run. It likewife 
made it felf till more famous by hunting and deftroying feveral 
wild and noifom Beafts, as the Wild Boars of Erymanthus, and 


fome wild Bulls. (8.) In hbinting. or in feeding their = 
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seat a Mountain in Arcadia, named Pholoe, they hapned to quar 
rel with fome people thereabouts that were rich in Cattle, which 
were called Ceataures, that is, Ox-prickers. And tho thofe Peo. 
ple fo ght on Horfe-back , whereas th: Heraclides were only 
Foot, yertheie latter overcame them, either becaufe the Centaures 
being agrofs and undifciplin’d Peopie, came fhort of the skill 
and dexterity of the Pheniciazs, or becaufe that in that part of 
che Peloponnefe or Morea, which was full of craggy Mountains and 
unpaflable Woods, Horfe could be but of little ufe. (9.) They 
had likewifeanother skirmifh with certain people that dwelt at 
the extremity of the Peloponnefe or Morea, near to the Promon- 
tory of Tenarus, from whom they took away the Dogs they 
made ule of to guard their Flocks, and to affault thofe that at- 
tempted totake them fromthem : At the fame time they. refto- 
red to liberty fome perfons come from Attica, which thofe 
Shepherds had taken Prifoners, as they were going to feife, and 
carry away fome of their Country People. 

Atter that, Alcides leaving his Colony in Peloponnefus, return- 
ed to Thebes, and from thence going to Eubea, about fome 
affairs, and hearing that Eurytus, Prince of Eucalia had pro- 
mifed to give his Daughter Jo/e to him tiiat fhould fhoot better 
with the Bowthan He or his Sons, he prefented himfelf, as an 
adventurer for fo fair a Prize, and quickly upon trial, thewed 
himfelf more able at that fport than the King or his Sons, but 
yet they kept not their word with him, alledging for their ex- 
cife, that they could not make fuch an alliance with a Phenie 
dan, becaufe it was the cuftom of that Nationa, upon any occa- 
{ion more than ordinary, to facrifice their own Children to 
appeafe the wrath of their Gods. Yet IJphitus, Son of Eurytus: 
became Alcides's his Fiiend, but a quarrel arifing between them, 
about looking after fome Oxen ftoleu from Eurytus, Alcides 
killed Iphytus. That murder obliged him to have recourfe to 
Deipbobus the Prince of Amyc’e, a City of Laconia, who purified: 
bim trom his Crime according to the cuftom of that time, by: 
plunging him in aRiver: But falling fick, heghinking his dif- 
eale was fent him from Heaven in-punifhment of thar Murdeta 
relolved in that perplexity togo and confult a Famous-Prophet’ 
that dwelt at Delphos to know how he might be cured of his di- 
ftemper, who not fatisfying his expeftation, he thereupon at- 
tempted to make himfelf matter of Delphos, but afterwards ma- 

‘og an accommodation with the Propher,. he was informed by: 
him, that to be cured of the difeafe with which he was torment 


ed, he mutt. quit Greece, and. give fome kind of fatisfattion:to 
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Eurytus, Father of Iphytus ; which counfel Alcides endeavouring 
cO putin execution by moving towards Afia, he was in the 
confines of part of that Country, taken Prifoner by fome of the 
Subjetts of Omphale, Queen of Lydia, and made a Slave, and 
in that quality remained three years under her power. 

About that time the famous Voyage of Colchzs was undertaken, 
of which we willnot repeat again what our Author has faid 
of it in h's Hiftory, becaufe we have already given you an 
abridgement of it, in {peaking of the ftory of the Harpies. Agd 
as for want of the Compafs not then known, they were forded 
to coat along by the Land-fide inthe Navigations of tho'e da‘’s, 
Alcides difcovering fome Phoenician Veffels, joyned himfelf with 
them, having quitted his former Malters, either by ranfoming 
himfelf, or eicaping from them, or by their voluntarily giving 
him liberty. (12. ) But he went not far, fince he ftaid in 
Myfia to cut wood, in order to build fome Veffels, with onc 
Polyphemus who eftablifhed a Colony in thofe part:, or rather 
joyned himfelf to one already eftablifhed. They felled as much 
wood there as they pleafed, only were not fuffered to meddle 
with any Woods confecrated to their Deities. 

I muft tell you in paffing, tharthe Voyage of the Argonauts 
was not the firlt che Phenicians had made im the Euzine or Black 
Sea) but becaufe it was more talked of than the others, it was 
therefore the only one that remained in the memory of the 
Greeks. Before that, fome Phenicians had landed in Cappadocia, 
where they were attacked by the Women, as well asthe Men, 
the whole body of the People of both Sexes rifing up againft 
them, todrive them away ; but they eafily defeated that tumul- 
tuary multitude, and carried away many fpoils from them to 
their own Country, and fo fhewed about in Greece the Arms 
they had taken from thofe Women. , 

The Neighbourhood and Riches of Phrygia tempted the Pha- 
nicians that were in Myfia, to feife upon fome advantagious Port 
near Troy, and to endeavour to fettle there; for which effect, 
they equipped a Fleet of eighteen Veffels of fifty Oars a-picce, 
and failed with it under the condu& of Alcides, and landed at 
the moft commodious place they could find. They ftaid there 
fome time ; but the continual oppofition they found, and fome 
divifions among themfelves -foon obliged them to quit that 
place, and to depart again with their Fleet which had like to 
have been deftroyed witha Tempeft ; but at latt they arrived 
at the Ifland of Coos, where being taken for Pirates, chey were 
denied any refrethmeht, but — they were fain to force Pre 
sy 2

the Inhabitants by landing upon them with their whole armed 
power. : ; 

Alcides being returned from thence into Greece, he was enga- 
ged afreth in Diverfe Wars, to maintain his Colony of Pelopon- 
nfus, or the Merea, of which you may find a particular Rela- 
tion in A ollidorws, lib. 2. cap. 7. and at aft died upon a Moun- 
tain of TheJaly, named OEta, where his body was burned af- 
rer the manner of that Country, and he afterwards reckoned 
among the Gods for the Great /.ctions he had performed. 

That famous Traveller made not fo many Voyagesall alone, 
it being impofible for one man to perform fo many things, 
but the honour of all thofe Enterprifes was given to him be- 
caufe he was the chief commander in them.  Befides the name 
of Alcides or Alceus which he had from his youth, he likewife 
had given him by way of Excellence that of Harokel,of which the 
Greeks have farmed their’HPaKAEIE, Heracleys; and the Latias 
their Hercules, being a Phenician word that fignifiesa Merchant; 
And in effet Alcides did nothirg, as we have feen, but what 
tended to the eftablifhing of the #’brnician Colonies, or fuch at 
leaft as drew their Original from thence, and for the advancing 
of Commerce and Trade. The Greeks afterwards embellitht his 
Hiftory, and made a God, and an Exterminator of Montters, 
of a man that was only Dextrous and Skilful in Arms, and 
fomewhat more bold and enterprizing than another, tho he 
never aimed at no higher things than the promoting the Great 
nefs of his Nation, and the flourifhing of Commerce: ( 13-) 
Which made the Greeks and Romans look upon bim as the God 
of Gain and Merchandife, and ia that Quality, to pay him fome: 
times the tenth pirt of all their profits. 

But he was not the only Merchant of Beotiathat made him- 
(elf illuftrious among the Greeks; They likewile had heard talk 
of the Voyages and Aétions of feveral other Hercules’s-or Tyrian 
Merchants, whote ations they have confounded with thole of 
him of Thebes, becaufe of the reiemblance of their Names and 
Adventures. 

(14 ) [te was a Tyrian Merchantthar made the firft Voyage to 
the extremity of the Mediterranean, where he landed on the Coaft 
of Spain, in an Mand called by the Ancients, Gadir, and whielt 
was poffeffed by three iamilies (15) of Shepherds, which he 
chated trom thence, ateer he had taken from tiem their Cattle; 
atteewards he crofled the Strait, which from thence was'cal 

Loe Siva of Hercules, or the Merchants Serait, and ‘paffed 40to: 
Ajnck, but he durftnot engage bimfelf very far intoithe When 
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When he was returned into Phenicia, he reported that he had 
failed fo tar as that Strait, not daring to continue his Navigati- 
on any further than the Coafts of Spain, as not believing there 
was any Land beyond them. All he did in Spain, was only 
that he fecled a Colony in an Ifle that was atthe mouth of the 
River Betts, which he named /harfis, a known name in Pheni 
cit; From thence he returned into A/ricay where he landed ia 
feveral places to fupply himfelf with receifaries. (17. ) At 
the fame time Divers other Hercules’s or Phanician Merchants 
roved about, and carried off fome Cattle from the Coafts of 
radia, Africk, Sicily and Rhcdes , ali which explous are pre- 
polteroufly attributed to him that founded the Colony ot Gadir. 
This our Hercules detigning to tettle bimfelf in fome pare ot 
Africk, was forced to fight with another (18. ) that came chi. 
ther by Seaas well as himfelf, and that had fo well fortifted 
himfelf inthe Territory he had icifed on, that it was a difh- 
cule thing to.come at him with advantage enough to deteac 
him; But Hercules finding means todraw himout of hisflrong 
potts,. eafily overcame him: And going fram thence towards 
Faypt, he killed an Egyptian named Bufyrzs that uled to facrifice 
all Strangers that pafled through his Country to hisGods: And 
from thence returning to the Extremity of Africk, and having 
fetled a Colony near to Mount Arles, he contracted a friendthrp 
wich fome of the Country that furnifhed him with fome Car- 
tle, and particularly with fome Sheop of an extraordinary 
Beauty. ( 19.) Where ‘tis faid he learned Aflronomy, which 
could not but be of great ufe to him in his Navigations. He 
would needs tranfpore elfewhere fome of the Cattle he had 
found about the foor of Mount Ailas, but he could never make 
them multiply, or profper fo well, as they did.in che Territory

(20) Near about che fametime, fome Phanicians fetled inthe 
Ile of Creet or Candia, and made themielvcs famous by theirex-

T H E prodigious number of Logicks that have come abroad 
a hitherto, have not difcouraged Mr. “& Clerk, to publith 
his, according to his judgment there are many things to fay on 
this Subje@t, which are not tobe found in Books of this Na- 
ture ; without excepting thofe that are molt ctieemed, and that 
with reafon, asthe Logicks of Claubergius and of Port-Royal. One 
the contrary the ordinary Logicks enlarge too much on Quefti- 
ons of little advantage, or whofe ufe is only confined to the 
Circumference of Schools. The Author has propofed to relate ina 
few words,and Hiftorically the moft important principles of Ari- 
{totelian Logick ; becaufe we cannot be wholly ignorant of them, 
without depriving our felves of the reading of a vaft number 
of Books, which we cannot underftand without it; and becaule 
it is a fhame to know nothing of fo confiderable a part of the 
Hiftory of the Sciences. But he enlarges much upon thofe 
things which may be of ufe togive light to the minds of youth, 
and to frame their judgments. There are many new Remarks

which tend to this end, and the Author has not at all neglet- | 
fpoke of it in Cd thofe that are tobe met with inthe Logick of Port-Royal, 10 
the VIII. and the fearch after Truth,and in an Englith Book entituled , *An Bfay 
XNIT Vol. Of om the Underftanding, as he himfelt declares in his Preface. 


lL Inthe firft part which concerns Idea’s in general, ot fim- 
ple Perception, as’tis called, we will find a Divifion of all our 
idea’s, taken in part from an Englifh Book which we {peak of. 
They are reduced to feven Ranks. They are 1. Bither fim 
or compound: 2.Idea’s of Subflances or Modes: 3. Idea’s of Re 
tions: 4. Concrete or Abftract \dea’s: §. Individual, Particu‘ar, and 
Univerfal ldea’s : 6. Clear or Ubfcure Idea’s : 7. Compleat or Jncom- 

leat. On each of thefe Zdea’s he makes Remarks, which may 
eof great ufe to diftinguifh what we know, from what — 
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not know, and to encreafe our knowledge as much as is poffible. 
We will relate fome of them here. 

1. Thole are called fimple Idea’s jin the which we cannot diftin.- 
euifh feveral things by the thought , and {uch are our fenfations, 
the Idea of Motion, and the Quality of Abftra& Idea’s. We 
are {trongly inclined to believe that there isin Bodies that envi- 
ron us, and which excite feveral of thefe Idea’s in us, fome- 
thing like tcothat which they produce. ’Tis believ'd that Fire 
is Hor even as we are, becaufe ‘tis the caufe of the Heat that is 
in-us. Ihe Author fhews, after the Cart jians, che Faility and 
Original of chis Opinion. But he addsa ching co this, which 
they do not ordinarily remark ; ’tis that we cannot defne fim- 
ple idea’s, a Definition being no other than an Enumeration of 
the principal Propricties of what we define. He mainta‘ns that 
the Idea of Motion in general, being a fimple Idea, we cannot 
define it, and refutes Ariflotles and Defcartes’s Definitions of it. 

2. Wich refpe& to fubftances, the Author remarks, that al- 
tho we have aclear enough Ideaof Subftance in general, and 
ab{tra@ly confidered ; the Idea’s which we have of particular 
Subltances, are very obfcurc, fince we do not conceive them 
but as unknown Subjeéts, wherein fome Properties firmly fubfift together. 
This is what he fhews in refpeét of Spirits and Bodies, and he 
maintains that Philofophers have improperly confounded what 
we know in Subftances with what we knownot. 

3. As to Relations or Refpe&s, the Author Remarks, among 
other things, that allthe Terms, which denote Idea’s capab'e of 
more and lefs,are relative Terms, which we muft not underftand 
in an abfolute manner. For example, the Term of Learned 1s 
extraordinarily Equivocal, and fignifies things very remote in 
the Mouth of an ignorant Peafant, and in that of a Studious 
Man. Every body underftands thefe forts of words, with re- 
ipe&t to himfelf, and his notices; and while the degree of an- 
others Light is not known by us, it is impofhble to know his 
meaning, fince we cannot explain his Terms, by the Ideas 
which we fix toit, when we make ule of them. This is a mat- 
ter of great confequence forthe underftanding of all forts of Au- 
thors, and there is fcarce any thing wherein we are more mi- 
Raken. 

He remarks likewife, after Father Malebranche, that our Judg- 
ments and Reafonings are nothing elfe but the Perceptions of Re- 
lations to which our minds aequieice. 

4. Speaking of Real and Abfiraé Idea’s, he remarks divers 
miltakes that the sae the School have fallen into, for 
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being too much accuftomed to Abftrations.By their confidering 
thofe torts of Idea’s, they have beli:ved chat they really exifted 
(uch as they conceived hm, and that there was no other thing 
in the Beings, which have givenu™ occafion to formethem, 

He explains on this o.cafion the Do&t ine of Univerfale's, and 
fhews in plain erms how the mind repre ens thofe Idea’s to it 
felt. Herema ks thereupon, that the Philofophers rankirg of 
all Beings into certain kiids of Idea’s. is founded, ot upon an 
exact knowledg of all thatisin the Subjeft: whe ein they are ; 
but upon the H apof Properties which we know, and to which 
we hive given certain Names. So whn men fay that a thing 
belongs to a certain kind,they would only fay that they remark in: 
this thi g theProperties,to which they givethe Name ofthat k'nd. 

Yer we frequently fancy that we know all the kinds of Beings 
that arin Nature, as they do who thould believe that every 
thing mult neceffarily b-: cither Extended Subfiance or Thinking 
Subjiane, a cording tothe Idea’s which we have of it. We be- 
lieve that b. fuppo in: thefe Idea’s we may explain a}! that we 
fee in thy whole Univer'e, never confideri-g that there may: 
be aninfinite number of things that we have no knowledg of; 
and that ‘tis not even pofhible to explain in particular whata 
Body is, asthe Author fhews in more than one place. 

Thatwhich proves the little certainty there is in the Divifor 
of Bemgs according to the kinds which Poilofophers have ima- 
gined, is, that theie is nothing more eafie than to make them 
waver, alter that they have marked, in the thoft pofitive man- 
ner thatthey can, the difference that conftitut:s a certain kind. 

They jay, tor example, that Reafon diltinguifhes a Man fronr 
allother Beimgs, butit they be asked whether a reafonable Crea- 
ture, that had the Head of a Horfe would be a Man, they An- 
{wer, no, it would be aMonfler. |e feems then hy this that-thae 
Dittercnce is uot at all good; and befides, they are not a little 
perplexed toexplain what a Monfter is. We will fee in the 
Author other Kemarks on this Subjeé. 

5. He calls thote clear Idea’s whofe whole extent appears di* 
{uunétly to our Mind, fo that we cannot confound them with 
any other. Dhus fimple Idea’s are clear Jbecaule our mind difcovers 
all chat they include.We make fome things clear when we confider - 
them by. Abjiraction, though the fubjeét, in which the Original of 
theie Idea’s issbe very obfcure. We know what Humane Nature is, 
though we don’t perfectly know avy Man in particular. BY 
confoun ing thefe twothings, we often imagi:¢ that we have clear 
idea's. of that which we know but very coutufedly. Asto com- 
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pofed Idea’s, to fay that they are clear, we muft be able to con- 
iider a'lthe fimple Idea’s whercof they are compofed. Wih- 
out this ‘tisevident that they remain obfaure. Yer this is one 
of the moft important parts of Logick, as 'tis eafie to compre- 
lend by a little refle@tion that is made there, and as we fhall fee ic 
ty reading all thatthe Author fays thereon. 


6. Complete ( adequate) Idea’s are thofe which entirely repre- 

fcnt 21 things whofe Images they are, and Jncomplete ( inade- 
ust) thofe which reprefene but a parc of them. Simple 
Idea's, chote of Manners of Being, and abftra& Idea’s, which 
nave no Original at all without us, are Complete, or at Icatt 
may b:fo. Bur the Idea’s of Subftances are all Incomplete, be- 
cauie they reprefent tous but a certain number of Properties, 
ia the which we cannot fay that the whole Effeace is compre- 
hended. We fhould take care not to confound thole two forts 
of Idea’s , as Defcartes is accufed there of having confounded 
them, in what he teaches concerning the Effence ot a Spirit and 
aBody. When he faw ‘but a certain number of Properties, he 
concluded, that there were no more therein, which appears a 
great temerity in matter of Philofophy. 

He accules him likewife of not having well underftood what 
he would fay, when he has advanced that we had a clear Idea of 
God , {ince we cannot fay that we know all the Properties of the 
Divine Nature diftinGly.

We muft queftion them on all the 
parts of the Doétrine that is treated of, and on all its confe- 
quences, notasif we hada mind to find faule with any thing, 
baronly as feeking after Inftru@ion. The Author iaakes a lit- 
tle Commentary on each of thefe Rules, by which we may fee 
their ufetulnefs,; and he adds an Example, wherein he intro- 
duces a Thomift, and a Scholar of Durands, that difpute of the 
Concourfe of God about Evil. He mightily commends: this 
way of difputing, and he isnot the frft that has valued tt 
fince Socrates and his Scholars. EpiGetus, tho a Stoick, {peaks 
highly in its praife in the fecond Book of his Difcourfes, which 
Arrian has preferved tous, Cap. VI. Do not feof, fays be, at bim 
that difputes againft you, wbilft you have not demonftrated the Truth 
to him; rather acknowledce your weaknefs. How did Socrares? be 
confirained bis Adverfary to give Evidence again bimfelf, and would 
have no other Witnefs than him, The ordinary Philofophers, when th 
had -any couferencey were reviled, and did revile, and in fine parted if 
ter many opprobriows words pat on both fides. Socrates ‘bad this par- 
ticular advantage in difputing, never to fuffer bimfelf to be tranfported 
with Paffion , and to fay nothing that was barfh and offenfive.; 
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to. bear Reproaches , and to reconcile Opinions to the utmofl of hes 
porer. 

Tis true, chat toufe men fo, and to oblerve the Rules of this 
Method, we muft be matters of great Moderation. and readine(s 
of Mind; but without this, there is no other way of difputing 
that can be of any advantage. 

Finally the Author bas tome weeks fince hi, Logicks came 
abroad, publithed his Mera byficks and Pueumatolozy, or a Trea- 
tile of Spirits; but we will {peak of chem in our next Month.
